On beinc inform’d on the morning of 8th March 1977 that 
power supply had failed at the Ashoka Hotel, Bangalore, 16 
persons cons;stina of employees of ‘A* Station. K.E.B., Banga- 
lore and maintenance staff of the hotel entered the switchgear 
room for checking the fault. The K E.B. Supervisor after 
satisfving himself that the fuses were intact closed the switch 
when thrr*> was a hi* exposition which damaged the oil con- 
tainer of the switch resulting in the spraying of burning oil on 


the persons inside the switchgear room and their clothes 
caught fire. There was heavy smoke inside the room as all 
the windows and the main door of the room were closed. The 
only exit from the 100 m was a small door interlinking the ad- 
joining room. The persons inside the room received severe 
burns. Although the clothes of Shri Bala Sundara Raju were

(i) Membeis other Ilian those who are members by 
virtue oi office oi appointment held by them shad 
hold office foi i« period oi 4 years oi till they cease 
lo be members oi the organisation which they repre- 
sent, whichever is earlier. 

(n) A member of Parliament, nominated as a member 
of the Board will continue for 4 yeais unless he 
ceases to be such on the dissolution of the Parlia- 
ment, or on his ceasing to be a member. 

(iii) A member shall cease to hold office on the happening 
of any of the following events : — - 

If he shall die, resign, become oi unsound mind, 
become insolvent or be convicted by a court of law 
for a criminal offence involving turpitude. 

(iv) Any vacancy in the membership caused by an> of 
the reasons mentioned above shall be Idled by the 
appointment or nomination by the authority entitled 
to make such appointment or nomination. All such 
vacancies shall be filled for the full period of the 
tenure period of 4 years.

6. Maintenance of adequate standards of the Laming of 
officers. 
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7. Coordination of Forest research conducted in Central 
and Slate Institute. 

8. Any Other matters affecting forestry which are covem- 
cd and relevant to the objective of this Board.

II. L UNCTIONS :

IV. GENERAL ; 

(1) The Samiti may co-opt additional members and invite 
experts to attend its meetings or appoint Sub Committees as 
may be consideied necessary. 

(ii) The headquarter of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi 
but it may hold its meetings at any other station also. 

V. TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES: 

The non official members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances for attending the meetings of the Samiti and (he 
Sub Committees of the Samiti at the lates fixed by he Govern- 
ment of India (Ministry of Railways) from time to time. 
For mil journeys, First Class Railway passes will be issued.
